G-Men Nip School Teacher’s 
Extortion Plan Against Bremer 


Pedagogue 
Admits 
Authorship 
of 
Letter 
Demanding 
$10,000 From Banker, Victim of $200,000 Ransom 
Kidnapping bv Karpis Gang in 1934. 


St. Paul, Jan. 30 (AP).—Federal 
agents announced Friday they had 
nipped before it could be executed 
the plan of a 38-year-old school 
teacher to extort $10,000 from Ed­ 
ward G. Bremer, St. Paul banker 
who was kidnapped in 1934 for $200,- 
000 ransom. 
Clinton W. Stein, chief of the 
federal bureau of investigation here, 
said Fred Ekden, who had been m iss­ 
ing for two weeks from his position 
as a public school teacher, had con­ 
fessed after his arrest th at he wrote 
an extortion letter to the banker 
last Monday. 
The letter, Stein said, read: 
"Keep $10,000 on your person to 
be delivered to me when I come—I 
will m eet you on the street—give 
you an envelope marked ‘Hello Ed.’ 
Otherwise more trouble for your 
personal health." 
The bureau chief said Eiden was 
arrested before he had approached 
Brem er for the money. 
He will be 
charged with using the mails to ex­ 
tort. Stein declined to disclose cir­ 
cum stances of the arrest. 
Bremer, president of a St. Paul 
bank, was kidnapped in January, 
1934, held captive 21 days and re ­ 
leased after paym ent of $200,000 
ransom.
